Road Safety 


The meeting called for Friday, 2lst April was attended by 73 people. It was decided 
that a letter should be written to our M.P. Mr. Francis Pym, with copies to the 
following authorities and organisations: 

fhe Director of the Eastern Road Construction Unit; The Chairman of Chesterton RDC; 
S. J. Flint,.Esq., Clerk to Chesterton RDC; The Chairman of Cambs. and Isle of Ely C.C; 
Mrs. H. W. Leakey, County Councillor; The County Surveyor; The Ministry of Transport; 
Eastern Counties Omnibus Co. Ltd.; The Whippet Coach Co. Ltd.; Bar Hill Developments Lid. 


No less than 507 signatures were collected and sent with the letter which was 
mailed on 27th April. In the letter it was proposed, as suggested at the meeting, that 
some or all of the following measures be carried out: (1) the present bus stop must be 
abolished and buses made to enter the Village. (2) Improved road signs should be 
erected for information. (3) Continuous white lines should be painted between cach 
lane to prevent overtaking. (4) Temporary Traffic Lights should be erected, operating 
at peak hours. (5) 50 mp.h. speed limit should be introduced from the St. Ives 
roundabout to Cambridge. (6) Road Islands should be constructed to regulate the traffic 
and allow for safe vehicular access to and from the Village. (7) Raised hatched lines 
across the road should be introduced to give audible warning to drivers. 


This letter follows closely the one recently written by the Bar Hill Motoring 
Association to the Minister of Environment, with copies to the Road Safety Officer, 
Mid-Anglia Police, The County Planning Officer and our M.&., Mr. Francis Pym. It is 
sincerely hoped that this concerted effort by virtually all adults in the Village will 
bring swift action. We requested a reply and/or action by Friday, 12th May, when we 
intend to call another meeting in the school, at 6 p.m., to report on progress. O.P.

Gardening Hints for May Garden pests are on the move after the mild winter, especially 
greenfly and slugs. There are a nunber of products available for dealing with them: 
either a spray or systematic for greenfly; a suitable bait for slugs. Feed lawns and 
cut regularly to keep a healthy sward. Water well in very dry weather - too little 
does more harm than none at all! All plants and shrubs which are growng well should 
ce fed with either gro more or a liquid fertilizer diluted with water. Most bedding 
plants can be planted this month, especially towards the end, but beware sudden frosts.

Report _on Annual Parish Meeting on 29th tiarca 1972 and_on Parish Council Meeting 18.4 





Planning Applications Mr. Lakin was closely pressed by questioners seeking to ensure 
that the Council consider all applications very carefvlly, particularly those relating 
to the use of the Industrial Area and to the new Village Plan. ‘The County Planners 
have agreed to meet the Parish Council, once the New Plan is out, to gather their 
opinions. Details of all planning applications received in future will be displayed 
on the Notice Board, in order that residents can have the opportunity to view the 
plans held by the County Planning Dept., Gloucester Court, Gloucester Road. 


Footpaths A map showing the Vi’laze paths and bridleways is displayed on the notice 
ocard. The Council is prepared to support any moves made by Lolworth to open the 
Bar Hill-Lolworth path. 


Buses The Parish Meeting passed a resolution stating "We welcome the application cf 
the Whippet Bus Company an” vive it our full support". This resolution was passed on 
to the Traffic Commissioners when a letter formally supporting the Whipvet application 
was written from the Parish Council. Important details of the Whippet application are: 
(1) The service will be "limited stop" to Girton Corner, and "normal'' thereafter. 
(2) A double-decker bus would provide adequate capacity. (3) Passes for schoolchildren 
could be issued for the term following the introduction of the service. permutation 
of passes, e.g. Whippet into Cambridge and Eastern Counties to Bar Hill, would be pos: i. 
In addition, the present Whippet Service would be available from the A604 stop from 
1st May. 
Paths within Bar Hill These are being relaid in tarmac to 9' and 6' widths to conform 
with County Council standards, apparently regardless of whetner the "services" lying 
close alongside are covered or not. This could cause problems, as with the path 
between Gladeside and Acorn Avenus, and the Council have written to the Developers, 
pointing this out. 
Allotments ‘There may be room for some in the New Plan. 
Seats for the Village park Iwo have been delivered and are to be firmly sited at the 
southeastern end of the Park. 
Village Green The land is almost ready to convey, and it is possible that it will be 
larger in area than originally planned. 
Petrol station ‘The Council agreed to a planning application for a Service Station to 
be erected in the angle between the Perimeter Road and the access road to the shops, 
in front of Cambridge Consultants. 
Health Clinic The County M.O.H. has been approached in an attempt to get the service 
improved by reducing waiting times and overcrowding, possibly by holding the Clinic 
fortnightly. 

The next meeting will be held on Tuesday, 16th May at 8 p.m. in the School. At 
residents are welcome to attend. Time is allowed for questions and matters of importanc:.

Labour Club: Forum on Sccondary Education 
The Forum on Secondary Education organised by the Bar Hill Labour Club and held in 


the School on 17th April under the chairmanship of Donald McIlhagga proved to be an 
informative and stimulating evening. ‘The case for slection and streaming was led by 
David Gearon, supported by Mr. Eric Warne @f the Save Our Schools movement, and a wel-- 
known C.E.N. correspondent) and by John Wills, speaking on behalf of Rodney Dale.
